Alvui riark'a CrowDlaf Work— BrlnKtiig 
ihK Moon WIthIa ■ Handfcd MIIm. 

Tlic largest refrncting ti'Icseopc in 
llie world is now in proccai- ofeonstnie 
tioii in the UKMlest work shop of the 
venerable Alvan Clark, ihi rminent 
teh'scopi'-makcr, in Ilcnty sirccl. Cani- 
bridgeporl. ItusUin, The two disk 
gla;.s go to form the lens of the great 
I.iek leleseope which will Ix' jilaccd in 
the observatory on the peak of Mt 
Hamilton, a bequoat of thit California 
niilliouaire, James Lick. These two 
circular gl.isscs are valued at t'i,'i,l.iOO 
each, and if destroyed they could not 
be duplicated within the next six 
rounths for millions of dollan. The 
disks wero cast in niris, the order 
iH'ing given live years ago, but the fail 
ores wero ao numeroaa thai thtiy were 
not received by M«<srs. Clark until 
last Sciitembcr", When linislied the 
lens will lie lliirtv-six inches in diamu' 
tur, six inches wfder than the one they 
recently ctmipletcd for the Itussian Gov- 
ernment, Since receiving the blocks last 
Septenitx'r, Mr. Clark and his sons have 
been conslautly at work upon them, 
but they do not expect to have them 
completed much before fall. When 
completed the two lenses will weigh 
abtnil 700 pounds. The work of polisn- 
ing tbo disks has reached that stage 
where tbo remoral of a few graina 
more or less from the wrong place 
wonld ruin them. The only Instm- 
menl used is the hand smeared wttb 
rouge, a polishing substance liner than 
the nnett emery. 

8ome idea of the power of the Instm- 
menl may bo gained from the state- 
ment recently made by an aslronumcr, 
that sailing at the moon, 140,000 miles 
away, that orb by this teleecopu will 
1m! brought to wltliin less than one 
hundred miles from the eye of the be- 
holder. Mr. Clark is eieh"ty-two years 
of age. lie and his wife' on March 
celebrated the sivlictli anniversary of 
their wedding. He was Imrn in A.sh- 
ticld, Mass., and lirought un a farmer's 
N>y, liut hissetf-laiighl skill gained him 
a .s'iliialion as an eiminecr. at the agcot 
lwciil)-tw(i. in a l.oucll calico mill. 
Ten years later ho liad bcconiu a minia- 
ture painter in Boston, w.ith a studio in 
C'ourt street. All the time that ho woa 
iiaiiiting these portraits he was grind- 
ing away at lenses for a pastime, and 
when the daguerreotype threatened the 
cxtinetion of tlio portrail-nainting pro- 
fession he stcpiieu into telescope mak 
iug.— CJUoo^o infer Ocean. 



The Fresldent'B VetotB. 

Tlie President vetoed thirteen more 
pension bills the oilier day, and le- 
turtiod them tu the Senate with tlic 
following message : 

I am so thomughly tired ofdiaap- 
provlfig gifis of public money lo in- 
dividuals wlio, ill my view, have no 
riglit or claim tu liiu same, notwilh- 
laiiilliig apparent Congressional 
sanction, that I interpose wltli a feei- 
ng or i-clief iu a case where I fliid II 
iniiccossary to determinate tlic merit 
of the applieatloii. In speaking of liie 
proinisciioiis and ill advised grants of 
pensions which have lately liceii prc- 
senied to roe for approval, I have 
pokoii of rheir "apparout Congros- 
ional saiietion" in reeognilioii ol tiie 
act tiiat a Urge proportion of these 
bills have never been subinilted lo a 
inajorily oreitherbiaiicli cf Coiigresp, 
but arc the result of nominal sessions 
lield for the express purpose of their 
cone' d irat ion andalteiidid by a small 
niinorily of the members of tlie ro- 
piTlivc Houses of the legislative 
brancii ol' Uoveriimeut. Thus, iu con- 
sidering these bills, I have not full 
that I was aided by the deliberate 
judgment of the Congress, and when 
1 have deemed il mv duly lo dlsap- 
)rovc many of the bills presented, I 
lave hardly rCKardcd my action as a 
dissent from the conclusious of f lie 
leople's representatives, I have not 
>ecii Insensible lo the siiggesiloii 
which should lullncnce every cilizen, 
either in private slalion or oflicial 
place, to exiilbil not only a just i)iit a 
generous appreciation ol' llic services 
of our coiiutry's deronders. 

Iu reviewing tlie pension legislation 
presented to iiie, many bills have been 
approved upon tlie tlieory lhat every 
loulil should be resolved in favor of 
liic proposed beneficiary. I haye not, 
however, been able to entirely divest 
myseiroflhe Idea that the public mon- 
ey appropriated for (Hinsions Is the 
soldier's fund, and shuuld ho devoted 
lo the indciiiiiiticatioii of those who 
in till' di'lc'iisc III' llie I'liioii and iu 
the iialiuii's service have worthily de- 
served, and who. In the daya of their 
dependence resulting Tram such suf- 
fering, arc entitled lo the beneraclloiis 
of their (iovcrnniciit. This rellecUoN 
lends to the lieslowal of pensions a 
kind of sucrediiess wliii li invites the 
adoplioii ui Hueli principles and regu- 
lations as will exclude perversion as 
well as insure a liberal and generous 
appiieation of grateful and benevolent 
designs. Heedlessness ami u disregard 
of tlic principle which underlies the 
granting of pensions is unfair to tl 
wounded, crippled soldier, who is 
honored ill the just iccogiiiliou of his 
Ciovcrnmenl. 8iieli a man should 
never tiiid liinisclf side by side on 
the pi'ii-i'iii lull Willi those who have 
been templed toallrihuto tlicir natu 
ral ills lo which humanity is 
lioir to service In the army. Every 
reiaxatiou of principle In the grant 
ing of pensions invites applications 
wiliiout merit and eiicoiiragos tliose 
wlio for gain urge lioncsi men to be 
onio disiionost. Thus Is llie demor- 
ali/.iiig lesson tauglit the people (hat 
as against the public Treasury the 
iiiusi (|iicslioiiablc c\pediciils arc al- 
lowable. 

During liic present session of Con 
gross special pension bills liavi 
lieeii submitted to me, and I am ad- 
vised tliallll more iiave received Iho 
favorable action ot'l)otli Houses oi 
('oiigress, and will lie ])i'csenli"I will 
ill a day or two, iiiakii.;,' um i' u 
iIksc bills wliieli have been passci 
up to this lime during llieprosen 
session, nearly three times the num 
ber passed at any cntli-e session since 
tlic year 18(il. With the Pension Bu- 
reau fully equipped and legnir.ted by 
the most liberal rules, in active oper 
alion, supplemented in its work by 
constant special legislation, it ccr 
talnly Is not unreasonable to suppose 
thai In all Hie years tbat have elapsed 
since the clo-c ul ilic war the major 
ity of the nierilorioiis claims for )>en 
sioiis have been presented and delcr- 
miuod. I have now more thau 130 
of these bills before me awaiting Ex- 
ecutive action. It will bo Impossible 
to bestow upon liicm all the examina- 
tion tliey deserve, and many will 
probably become operative which 
should be rejected. In the mean time 
I venture to suggest th6 significance 
of the starlllug Increase In this kind 
of legislation and llic consequences 
involved In its eontiiiuancc.

The past two weeks iiavc wiim ssed 
tiic organization of enterprises that 
re destined to have a far-reaebing 
iilluence upon the future of Hie 
South, Two enterprises, for w hich 
the piciimiiiary arrangemeiils have 
been ciuisnmiiialed during llial peri- 
od, claim prc-einiiienco ill iniporlaiice 
over anything that has been reported 
'ii the south for a long time. Uiie Is 
be estalillsliinont by the JCoaiio Iron 
Jo., of liessciner steel works at Cliat- 
lanooga, to turn out 150 tons ot' rails 
a day, the vast imporlaiii c ni u liii h 
to the industrial interests of I lie .Sou lb 
an hardly be overestimated ; tlic olii- 
r is Hie signing of a eoiilracl by 
Onoeii Kiisley, tbc president of the 
•rait Coal iV Iron Co, ami oilier 
leading iron men, lo eomplele tlic 
Uirinliighani & Sheffield Itailway 
and to build a lUO-toii furnace at the 
latter place. The building of this 
oad will result In a greal develop- 
nient of almost iinliiiiilcd coal and 
run resources as yet praclicaiiy un- 
oueiicd. Tho work of Mr. Kiisley 
and his associates will probably fully 
eijual in importance tho establish- 
incnt of steel works at Chattanooga. 

addiliuii lo these two great iin- 
dertakings, there have been a large 
number of other enterprises organ- 
ized tl.at will largely add to tlicprus- 
lerily of the tioiilii. At Newports 
(Jews, Va,, Hie tide-water leriiiiiiiis 
of (lie Chesapeake & Ohio Railway, 
arrangciiiciils have been coiiiplcled 
for the construction of a dry dock 
that will Involve the expendilureof 
probably $300,000, and may rcsuK iu 
slalillshing and Iniineiise iron sliip 
building yard. A $li)U,(XXI company 
has been organized at Calera, Ala., lo 
build an iron (iirnacc and charcoal 
works. At Chattanooga tlie Luokoiit 
■(oiling Hill will invest t36,000 in 
building wrought Iron pl|)o works, 
which will be the only establlshnient 
uf tho kind in the South. Among 
oilier important enterprises reported 
II uur Conslrncliuii Deparliiieiit dur- 
ing the two weeks under review, 
there were in Alabama a knitting 
factory, three largo saw mills, a cot- 
ton compress, a eiicese factory and 
ooke worksjiii .Vrkansus, a i20,i>X)

ROOTS FOR SWINE. 

Soma ol tho Chupoat and Moat Mouftah. 
Ing Meaaea for Hofa. 

The spring is the time to discuss the 
importance ot growing roots (or the 
hogs as the fall usually finds the fanu' 
er too late in the .season to make 
amends for any negligence during the 
spring. I'hc best and most protiUibio 
root crop for the bogs is the sugar 
bei't. Il should be put in the ground 
earlv, so as to gel a good start, and 
when the cnjii is n'lidy for liarvcstiiifj 
it .slioiiiJ be stored in a manner so that 
till' rixils can Ui (cd every day. The 
old plan of sUiring them in mounds 
only to huvo (hem sealed up, anU out 
of use, is passing «way. All the root 
crops can be stored in bins in the barn, 
with layers of dry dirt or siiiui between 
tbo roots, aud they will not only keep 
well, but be within easy access of the 
farmer at all times. The su^r beet is 
very rich in sugar, and will eoiiso- 
qucntly not only act as a dietary por- 
tion of tlie food, but also fattjen the an- 
imal and create heat for the body. 
They may be cookcl or fed raw, and It 
is best to feed them both ways. One of 
the cheapest and most noiirishiug 
me,s.ses for a hog is cooked beetji, thick- 
cuihI with middlings. This food will 
do an much in tho way of forcing 

f;rowth on the young stock as inoru 
lighly concentrated and cosUy food. 
Turnips arv grown at but little ex- 
pense, as llicy caf! \x- put In tho 
jrrouiid late tn tlic sexsun, and with 

f'/tod management be made to yield a 
arge crop. The root crops for swine, 
however, should consist of a variety, 
and the fanner should grow not only 
beets and turnips, but parsnips and 
ea';rots also. Potatoes aro exoellent« 
bti'i tho seed is more expensive con- 
pored with other root crops. The 
cheapest pork is that made by gecuriug 
rapid growth on roots and grosa^ 
Farm, TieU ami StoetanM.

The last re- 
port of a Itepubllcau secretary in De- 
cember, 1S81, giving a statement of 
the liabilities and asiseU of the treaa- 
ury added : "From this sUtememt it 
la seen that there is no surplus gold 
in the treasury and tliat the reserve 
has been trenched npou j that there 
is no plethora of any kindlkxcept of 
silver dollars, for which there is no 
demand." Under Democratic man- 
agement the tieasury has gained so 
largely in gold that wliile tlic require- 
ments of the sinking fund liave been 
fully met and the extinguishment of 
tlie uatioual debt has gone on, the 
treasury Is at t]i!s time in a condition 
to meet any extraordinary demand 
which may be made on it by reason 
of possible gold shipments toTluropc 
by calls of 3 jicr ceut bouds.

The first iuooulallon against hydro- 
phobia ever done in America was 
performed Monday morning by Dr.

Dr. Mott's patient was a 
seven-year-old boy, Harold Newton, 
who was bitten by a dog, presumably 
mad, on last Thursday week. The 
inoculation was made from a solution 
of hydrophobia virus obtained by 
Pasteur himself, from a dog dead 
from rabies, and transmitted by him 
through 110 rabbits. 

A special from Athens, W. Va., 
makes the followiug statement 
Amos Erers of this Tillage is the he- 
ro of one of the moat remarkable ad 
venturea which erer ftll to the lot of 
any man.* It baa been the custom 
for the male portion of the village to 
make huge kltea and fiy them with 
thick cords. This year it was deter- 
mined that all previous eSbrts should 
be outdone. A monster kite of the 
following dimensions was construct- 
ed : Extreme height, 9 feet 4 inches ; 
widtii across the top, 4 feet 3 inches ; 
wldlli across the bottom, 2 feet; ex- 
treme with across the middle, 5 feel 
0 inc'hcs. The framework was built 
of lough hickory, shaved thin and 
stayed with one-eighth incli copper 
wire. A double tliickness of heavy 
muslin was stretched on each side of 
the frame, and the place for lastening 
the Hying cord was doubly braced 
with yellow pine scantling a quarter 
of an inch tliick. Into this was 
screwed a ring bolt, which was 
clamped ou the other side with an 



iron pin. The ring itself was Hve 
inches in diameter aud capable of 
bearing four or Ave hundred weight 

The kite complete Weighed ninety- 
six pounds. The tall wu made of a 
sixteen-foot rope weighted with lead. 
Instead of the usual flying cord 200 
yarda of closely wottud mauUa rope, 
very light but aa atrong as a double 
link obiUn, were procured. When 
the kite wm finished there was a 
general Jollifleation. The kite was se- 
cured to a tree and Evers, who was 
pretty drunk, watched it while the 
others were imbibing. Evers after a 
lime got tired of holding the rope and 
wound it round his own body. There 
was a still' brcczo blowing at the 
time, and when the men came out of 
the grocery there was the kite high 
ill the air and Kvers liaugiiig on lo 
ihe ta.l. He ((iiickly disappeared 
from view and as no trace of him 
could he found during the next few 
days he was given up for lost. 

Eight days alter his tliglit he walk- 
ed into the villaj.'e and told how he 
had been carried to Milbaek, llamp- 
sliiie county, seventy miles as tlio 
crow flies, from Alpena. In his 
journey he crossed seven r)vors and 
two ranges of the Alleghaules. He 
Avas discovered by two gentlemen in 
his unconsious condiUon, who at- 
tended to him and accompanied him 
to Alpena. There la no doubt about 
tbelmlbof hiaatory.

THE COUNTY CAMrAIGN AND 
' SFEESHES MONDAY. 

A Synopsis of Some of the Bpeeohti, 

The candidates for county offices 
spoke at tlic Court House Monday 
aflemooii. Tho Circuit Court roonr 
was literally packed with a crowd 
pretty evenly divided, politiolally. 

The speaking was opened by Coop- 
er and Littlefleld fbr Assessor. Then 
followed Champlin and Reoshaw, 
candidates for" Superintendent of 
Schools. TheyOred Into each other 
pretty lively, though In a good-na- 
tured way. Judge Champlin ro- 
ferred lo his record in tlie olUcc for 
the last 12 years; said lie understood 
from long ctiicrienee what the poo- 
plo wanted and that the people 
should lie caiel'ii! how lliey replaced 
u "steady pulling mule" for a "switch- 
tailed lilly"that they knew nothing 
about. 

Mr.llenahaw stated that he was sick 
and didn't feel like speaking. He 
began by criticising his opponent's 
record and'oharged dereiietlon of du- 
ly in not visiting schools as the law 
requires. He dwelt at length ou this 
and wound up~by presenting his 
claims for the office aud said tlic 
"switch-tailed Ully" would come un- 
der tlic string in August several 
lengllis alicad of the "mole." 

I.oii^', the Domocratlc nominee foi 
jailer, ilwcliued to t\tet\i and Class, 
colored lEcpiihliraii, took tho stand 
and made a very sensible appeal to 
itepiihlicans to support him. 

He credited to the ICintuckun a 
number of edilorial comments fh>K) 
tho New Bra, which he dlMussedal 
considerable length. He elosod wiUi 
a sketch of the advancement made by 
Ills race during the last two hundred 
years. 

TIIK rl.OT TIIICKKNS. 

Judge AViiil'iee next spoko and 
mailers liegaii to warm up. He 
spoko of the record he had made in 
the office for four years and asked 
for an endorsement. The office was 
Olio of great importance. The Judge 
had care lo a ceitaiu extent of the fis- 
cal affairs of the county and was the 
guardian of Ihe righU ofthe widows 
and orphans of lira county and often 
iiad to stand between them and rapa- 
cious admlnistralors or guardians, 
(u making difficult settlements of es- 
tates etc , it was nccossary to have a 
knnwiedgo of law and a competent 
and iiiialilled niiin should In; electc.l. 
He claimed Ihe support ol his pui ly 
;is il- Miiiiiiiiee and denied that his 
'ipiJdiicjii was liie eh lieo of tho Ue- 
imlilicaii jiarly. In the committee 
iiiceliiin wlieio Ks(|. Audereon was 
iioiiiinaled In: waa pilled against a 
worthy and well (|iialilied young law- 
yer. His opiioncnt before receiving 
the iiomiiialioii had sent lo the com- 
mittco room whiskey and glasses. 
Such incihods may do for the pot 
iiouso iiolicenian, but they were be- 
neath the dignity of tbo high office 
to w liich ha aspired. It was charged, 
be said, that be removed WyaU Watt, 
eol., from the position of eoffin maker 
for paupers. He did not deny it. 
He removed bim and appointed an- 
other colored man, Alex Thompson, 
who supported him. He would have 
been an Ingrate to have done less. 
Ho declined to appoint another color- 
od man Coroiiei' heeaiise ilie :ippli- 
canl had eaiivassed the coiniiy agaiiisl 
him. lie liieii turned his alleiitioii 
lo Esq. Anderson's record. lie said 
that during Ihe live years that he had 
been a maglstrato of the roiiiily, 
swi rii 1(1 enforce tlie laws, there had 
ncvi'r been a term of Circuit Court 
that indictments were not iiciidiiig 
against him for violating tho criiui 
iial and penal laws ol the SUtc. A 
recent grand Jury had indlclod him 
upon the evidence of a list of witn«^- 
os as long as his arm, for a crime, 
which. If he were found gnllty of un< 
der the recenUy enacted law, he 
would be sent In stripes to a felon's 
coll. He had been indicted for per- 
mitting a keno gambling table to be 
set up aud operated over his business 
house and to this Indiotmeut he had 
pleaded guilty and paid the line. 

This and nnmeroos indictments for 
violations of the liquor laws was a 
part of his opponents record while a 
magistrate, which he could mil deny. 
Such a mail, ho claimed, was not tho 
man for County Judge. 

As Esq. Anderson mounted the 
stand tho hearers pressed closer and 
every face wore an expression of ea 
ger expectancy. Something was ex- 
pected lo "drop" and It did. He said 
he was unused to speaking and on 
this particular occasion he was ex- 
cited, soared and mad all at the same 
lime. He had not expected to be 
tired Into so lively. He claimed 
that he was the nominee of his party 
aud denied that be scut whisky to 
influence tho action of the Coniiiiitlee. 
He received an order which lie tilled 
and soiit, but not lo corrupt the Coin- 
mitteenion. Two (piarls of whisky 
may have secured Ids ikiiiiiiiatioii, 
but It would take more than that to 
secure Judge Winfroo'a oioction. IIo 
^aid he bad been Indicted for sulTor- 
liig gaming, but it was by reason of 
having rented his room to a stranger 
without asking what he proposed to 
use it for aud he was advised by a 
lawyer that as be had gottutothe 
scrape the best way out WM to pay 
bis flue, which he did. Judge Win- 
free would himself be indicted by the 
people in August aud the indictment 
would be signed by 8,000 names. He 
ridieuied Judge WinfTee's atUin- 
monta as a lawyer, said be bad never 
had a erimiual ease and that he wasn't 
a lawyer "to hurt.*? He then returned 
to the keno matter and said that he 
perhaps did not make his renter ^et 
out as soon as ho ought, but that he 
made him got out before Circuit 
Court met. lie had ibr several years 



kept a grocery and sold wliitkcy, but 
he closed out, as lie had been wanting 
to do for years, last spring and then 
it was that Ills parly liad ^iven hii.: 
tills noniinaliun. lie may have been 
guilty of Ihe ull'enses iianieil, but his 
opponent had been guilty ol a crime 
for which he ought to have been 
hung. (Intense e.Ncileiiieiit and cries 
of '•name il.'') lie bad rebelled 
against the United Slates. 

This allusion to Jiuljie Winfrce's 
having been a Confederato soldier 
crealed the wildest excllcment. An- 
gry men pressed lo the front lo back 
liolh sides and for a while it looked 
like there was bound to be a fight 
Cool-beaded men, however, counael- 
ed order aud peace and after ten or 
llficen minulcs Esq. A. resumed. 

lie had limited advantages it 
was true, but he believed himself 
quallBed for the office.

He regretted that there 
bad ever been a war and was glad 
that the country wu re-nnited and 
he believed that there were but few 
irlt of that class of fanatics who 
thought the soldiers oi the Ixjsi 
Cause ought to be hung at this late 
day.

Day and llrowii next followed. Mr.

V's of Virgiiiia, fiom which Wasli- 
iiigtou's ralhei' sclcclod Mary Hall tu 
Ito his wiTu. His lil'e has been an ad- 
venturous ono, but of lale years he 
has been residing in this city. Un 
Ihc eonipleliiiii (if llio WaRliiniilon 
Moiinnieiit ho applieil I'lir the posiliiiii 
of watchman, tliiukiug that it would 
. lie • lltting thing fur tho nearest liv- 
ing relative of the "Father of Mis 
Country," 1 0 watch over the shaft 
erected to his incinury. lie failed to 
obtain the pusilinn however, and he 
then aiiplicil lo L'oirinii.-.liiiincr lllack 
for a pusitioii as watchman, but Ihcio 
being no such place vacant the Oen- 
erti gave him permission to start the 
preiont stand. He is a pleasant old 
gentleman and verv popular among 
the clerks of the utlicc, who patronize 
him generously, so that lie (ntkes a 
comfortable living. 

The proposition made to Congress 
some time ago to establish a bureau, 
chai f,'cil willi llie piirehase of all sup- 
plies needed liy ihe several depart- 
inentf, will not bo pushed this scs- 
iion. Tho advocates of the measure 
- btve prepared statistics to show how 
much the Government would save by 
purchasing such supplies as eoal, iee, 
i'lirniuii'e, slalionery, and llie like in 
large i|iia]ililirs ilirci l iVoin the |irii- 
ducci's instead of through the middle 
men. It ii also contended that be- 
alde* a saving on tlie articles purchas- 
ed there will be a further saving in 
cutting down the extravagancies 
which have prevailed for so Ion;.' a 
time. Kaeli department has bad Ihe 
purchasing of its own suiiplies and 
a« a coniequence everv whim of the 
betdtof the bureaus has been grati- 
fied, no matter at what cost. If there 
■honid be a sini^lc )iurcliasing ulVn e 
for all the deparlniciits, artieles ahso- 
Iiilcly necessary lor comfort and con- 
venience would be furnished, but 
there would not be the Ramc reckless 
diaregard for expense a.^ under the 
present system, beeaiise when people 
liurchase for others they are more 
economical than when pui'chasing 
for themselves even though they do 
not want to pay out of tlioir own 
Itocketa. The opponents of the iictv 
scheme however, say that if tho pur- 
chasing jiower was vcsteil in one man 
or even in a board organized fur the 
purpose, there would be uiueli cor- 
ruption to arise out of it, as a few 
men would use money freely to con- 
trol tlie purchasing BRcnl. At any 
rate there is no piuspcet of the bill 
becoming a law this session. 

Uf all the great park schemes intro- 
duced into Congress this session none 
rivals in immensily and niagniliceiice 
the scheme of Senator Butler, to con 
vert Ihe historical and memorial Ar- 
linglou estate into a national park. 
The proposition is lo tlirow an iron- 
. bridge, havihg a wagou-way of 30 
feet wide and foot-ways on either 
aide 8 feet wide, acrota tiie Potomac 
riviSr ftflm tho present Naval Observ 
atory grounds lo some convenient 
point in the Ai'lui;;toii estate, thus 
uniting Virginia and the District of 
Columbia, and eonverlinathc Arling- 
luu plateau into a parade gruiind and 
forming a continuous park from the 
Botanical Gardens to the extreme 
western boundary of Arlington. 
■\Vitliiii the limits Senator liiiller 
proposes to furnish the National Cap- 
ital with a national nark that will bo 
to Wathtngtou what Hyde Park la to 
Loudon, a resort for pleasure, i place 
where a national exhibition can be 
held, where there will be roow and 
BCCOinniodation for inililary parades 
and other nutiunal demonstrations. 
The Senator thinka tliat it would be 
a good plan to have a muster and re- 
view of our state militia at least once 
every ftur years. This is one of Ihe 
many uses which a national park in 
Washington will serve. 

As was anticipated and predicted 
in these letters, would be the case, 
there have been wholesale dismissals, 
promotions and appointment.^ in the 
several departments this week- The 
most numerous changes were made 
iu Uie Treasury Deparemont, and the 
fewest In tho Department of Justice. 
There are rumors of moro chanttes 
in the next ten days, and until the 
month of July passes there will be 
many anxious hearts among govern- 
ment employees. Changes are also 
made in the district offices. The uew 
Democratic appoln tees are d yed 1 n tlic 
wool bourbons and believe that l)c 
ocrats should bold the ollices under a 
aDciiioci'atic admini>tratiun. 'I he new 
Commissioners have ai eoidingly re- 
moved tlie Superinteiulent of I'oliee 
and appointed a good Democrat in 
Ills place, and madaine rumor says 
that the Auditor and alsolheColleet- 
or ofTaxcs will hand in Iheli- re.i:i),nia- 
lions in a short time. The latter is a 
colored man, and has held the posi- 
tion for nearly fifteen years. il.

A reference to Methuselah at a re- 
cent public dinner has awakcuetl in 

my mind many recollcelions and 
reininisecnees of thU i;i-and old man. 
We first meet Mcthnselahh iu the 
capacity of a son. At the age of six- 
ty-five Eiiocli arose one night and 
telephoned his family physician lo 
come over aud meet Methiiselal 
Day at last dawned on Enoch's hap- 
py home and iis first red rays lit up 
the still redder surface of the little 
sirangor. For 300 years Knocli and 
Methuselah jogged along together in 
the capacity of father and son. Tlii'i' 
Knocli was suddenly enl down. Il 
was at this lime that little Aletbusc- 
lah first realizeil what it was to be nn 
orphan. lie could not at first real- 
ize that his father was dead, lie 
could not niiiler>lund wli\ ICnoch 
with no inhcriled disease should be 
ehullled out at the »sv ol lili,') years. 

Methuselah now cast about hini 
for sonic occupation which would 
take up his attention and assuage liis 
wild, passionate grief over the loss of 
his luiher. lie Clileretl into Ihe 
walks of men and learned their ways. 
It was at this time that he learucd 
I be pernicious habit of using tobacco. 
We eoniiol wonder at it when we rc- 
meniher iliat ho was now fatherless, 
lie was al Ihe increy of the coarse, 
1011^11 world, l'o^^ll)ly he learned 
liow lo use tobacco when he went 
away lo attend business college after 
the death of his father. Ue that as it 
may, the noxious weed certainly has- 
tened his death, for 600 years later 
we tind hiinu corpse! 

Death is ever a surprise, even at 
the end of a long illness and after a 
ri|>c old age. To those who are near 
it seems abrupt ; so to his grandchil- 
dren, some of whom survived him, 
hischildi'cn having died ol'uldajje, 
the death of Methuselah came like a 
thunderbolt from a clear sky. 

Methuselah succeeded in cording 
up more of a record, sneli as it was, 
lliHii any other man of ivhom history 
informs us. Time, the tomb hnihier 
and amatenrniower. cunieand looked 
over tho front yard aud looked al 
Methuselah, and ran his thumb over 
the Jagged 'edge of his scythe, and 
went away whi^llinga low i-efi'ain. 

lie kepi up Ihi- ii-lrain Imslness 
for nearly ton ccntiitie.«, while Me- 
thuselah continued to standout amid 
the general wreck of men and na- 
tions. 

Even as the young, sti-ong mower 
going forlli Willi his mower for lo 
mow, sparelli Ihc tall and dignilied 
and drab horocl's ucst and passeth 
bvonthe outer side, so Time, with 
bis Waterburr liour glass and his 
over-worked hay knife over his shoni 
der, and his long Mormon whiskers 
and his high, sleek dome of tliouglii 
with its gray lambrciiuin of hair 
around the base of il, mowed all 
around Mothuselah and then passed 
on. 

Melliiiselali decorated the graves 
of those who perished in a dozen dlf 
ferciil wars, lie did nut enlist him 
tolf, for over 900 years of his life was 
exempt. He would go to the enlist 
ing place and oiler his services, and 
Ihe otiiccr would tell him to go iionie 
and encourage his grandchildfen to 
Then Mellui.-elali would sit 
around Noah's front steps, and smoke 
and criticise the conduct of the wa 
also llie conduct of the enemy. 

It is said of Metliuselah that he 
never was the same iiian after his 
son I.ainecli died. He was greatly 
allai'hed to Laiiierh, and wlien he 
woke up one niglil lo tind his son 
purple in tlio face with inouibrauoous 
croup', he could hardly realize that 
he might lose him. Tlie idea of los- 
hoy who had jiist rounded Ihe 
glorious morn of his 777th ycai'. had 
never occurred to him. Ilntdoalh 
loses a shining mark and he garnered 
liitlo Lammio and loft Matliuselah to 
moan and inuurii on fur a couple 
more centuries without him. 

Methuselah finally got so ihat li<! 
couldn't sleep any after 4 o'ciock iu 
the morning, anil ho didn't see how 
any one else could. Tlie older he got 
and tho less valuable his timebecaiiio, 
the earlier he would rise, so that he 
oiild get an early start. As the cen- 
turies tiled slowly hv, and Mellinselah 
golwhercall he had to do was to 
sliutlle into his loose-fitting clothes, 
and rest his gums on tho top of a 
large sleek headed cane and mutter 
lip the chimney, and groan and extri- 
cate himself liom Ills clothes again 
and I'etire. He rose eai lier and earli- 
er iu the niorniug, and muttered 
more and more about the youug folks 
sleeping away Ihe best pan of tho day, 
and said he had no doubt but that 
sleeping anil snoring till breakfast 
time helped lo carry uU' Lam. But 
one day old Father Time came along 
with a new scythe, and ho drew the 
whet-stone across it a few times, and 
rolled the sleeves of his red flanucl 
undcigarmcnt up o^xr his warly el- 
bows, and Ml'. Melhiisclali passed 
on to that undiscovered country with 
a ripe experience and a long, clean 
record. 

AVo can almost fancy how the pliy 
sicians, who had disagreed about his 
rase all the way tlirongh, came aud 
insisted on a po-( inortem examina- 
lioii lo prove which was right and 
what was really the matter with him. 
We can linagliie how people went by 
shaking tlieir heads and regretting 
that Mclhiiseiali should have tam- 
pered willi loliairo when he knew 
Ihat it allecled his heart. 

lint lie is gone, lie lived losee his 
own promissory notes rise, fiourish, 
BC(|iiirc interest, pine away at last, 
and tinally outlaw. He ari{nii'ed a 
large lariii in Ihe very heart of the 
county scat, and refused to move il 
or plot it and call it Methuselah's ad 
ditiuii. He came out in spring regu 
larly lor 900 years after he got loo 
old to w ork out his poll tax on the 
load, and put in his time telling the 
rising generation liow to make a good 
road. Meantiiiio other old people, 
who were almost 100 years of age, 
moved away and went west, where 
they would attract attention and com- 
mand respect.. There was acliially 
no pleasure in getting old around 
where .Mi'iliu-elali was anil being or 
dered about and scolded and kept in 
the background by liiiu. 

So when at last ho died, people 
sighed and said : "Well it was lict 
ter lor liiin to die before he got child 
lisli. It was best that he should die 
lata time when he knew it all. We 
ean't help Ihinkiiig wliat an ari|uisi 
lion Methuselah will be on the ever 
green shore when he gets there, with 
all his ripe experieiiec and liis liabits 
of early i ising.'' 

And the next morning after the 
funeral Methuselah's family did not 
get out of lied till nearly 0 o'clock. —
